The Bottom Facts Reached Con- 
cerning Those Arkansas 
Railroad Bonds. 


Director Harrison’s Testimony 
All of the Hearsay Order. 


The Seandal Built upon a Casual 
Remark of Treasurer 
Rollins. 


Col. Tom Scott Gives a Clear, Straight- 
forward History of the Bonds, 


Blaine Had Nothing Whatever to Do 


with the Matter.

Wasnrneton, D. C., May 15.—Mr. Blaine is 
fully vindicated of all complicity in the $64,000 
bond transaction. It is always difficult to prove 
a negative. It is fortunate for Mr. Blaine that 
he has cen able to prove affirmative- 
ly thet the Little Rock & Fort 
Smith bonds were purchased by the 
Union Pacific Railread Company for and on be- 
half of another person, and that he himself had 
no knowledge of or interest in the transaction 
whatever. The testimony of the Goyern- 
ment Directors was preliminary in the line of 
evidence, “of which Tom Scott's statement 
was the climax. Some of the Directors 
did not appear to good advantage, and if they 
were always telling the truth, they told it with 
the manner of those who have something to 
conceal. Mr. Rollins, y, was beguiled 
by the shrewdness of Gen Hunton, 
Chairman of the Sub-Committee, into a 
metaphysical speculation upon the ethics of 
the transaction, and in the speculative¢region 
of ethics, Mr. Rollins did not appear to good 
advantage. 

COL. scorr's TESTIMONY, 

however, was succinct, clear, forcible, and con- 
clusive. Whatever differences of opinion 
there may be as to the . action 
of the LExeeutive Committee in - giy- 
ing so large a sum of money 
to Scott for his services, or as to the condutt of the 
Government Directors in remaining in willing 
ignorance of the details of this hitherto mysterious 
transaction, no fair-minded man can say that the 
testimony ef Col. Scott does net leave 
Blaine as inngcent and as ignorant of the 
entire transaction asa child unborn.

There is great complaint among the people 
at the slowness with which Aver change is 
got into circulation; up to last Saturday not 
quite four and a half millions had been la- 
sued, Silver can only be obtained in re- 
demption of fractional scrip, and it is an 
exceedingly slow process to count and aft 
the torn, defaced, and nasty little stuff, and 
pick out the counterfeita, of which there are 
a good many, The Treasury has three 
millions of allver which may be paid ont on 
drafts, and the Bearetary is now insuing it, 
But what are three millions towards supply- 
ing the public needs? A week or more age 
Mr. Paywn, of Oleveland, O., Chairman of 
the Banking Committee, prepared a bill 
to authorize the issue of silver coin 
te the amount ‘of ten 4 millions, in 
exchange for . legal-tenders, which lat- 
ter are only to be reissued after destruo- 
tion of an equal amount of fractional cur- 
rency. Yesterday his bill was called up, on 
a motion to suspend the rules. The vote re- 
sulted, yeas, 133; mays, 73,—being 60 ma- 
jority, but that not being two-thirds, the 
motion failed. Whatare the constituencies 
represented by these 73 dogs-in-the-manger, 
nine-tenths of whom are De and 
the rest Republicans and Gents ? 
What decent reason can any of them 
give for voting against the proposi- 
tion? This is not a scheme of contraction, 
nor a device to make fractional money scarce 
or worse. On the contrary, the bill provides 
for throwing ten millions of silver change 
into circulation as soon as the public want it. 
What possible objection could there be 
to such a bill? We can ! conceive 
of none, unless it be sa fanatical 
rag-baby opposition to allowing hard 
money to circulate among the people. Those 
who voted in the negative are probably 
afraid to let the common people see, touch, 
or handle any real money, lest they may get 
to like it and prefer it to ragged, greasy, 
torn shinplasters. We can conceive of no 
other reason for the hostile votes of the 73 
objectors. The friends of the bill are shown 
to be in a vast majority. Let them push the 
measure after first amending it, making it 
twenty-five instead of ten millions, for every 
dollar of that sum will be required to satisfy 
the popular demand for silver. They should 
recollect that this is a large country. 

COUNTING THE ELECTORAL VOTES. 

The possibility of a bitter controversy in 
the country concerning the counting and 
declaration of the electoral votes for Presi- 
dent and Vice-President has long since 
forced itself upon the public mind The 
electors of President are chosen in each 
State at an election governed and controlled 
by the laws of the State. The Constitution 
reads that each State shall appoint, in such 
manner as the Legislature thereof may 
direct, a number of electors,” ete. U The 
whole machinery of the election, the making 
of the returns, canvassing the vote, and 
declaring the result, are in the hands of the 
State authorities. Until within the present 
generation there has been no complaint of 
any such general frauds as to change the re- 
sult of the election in any one State, or to 
threaten a defeat of the national choice. 
Fraudulent elections have, however, become 
since then a recognized science; it is used 
largely in machine politics of this country ; 
and the forgery of returns to carry an eleo- 
tion in favor of a candidate is but à brief 
step in advance of what has already been 
done. 

At the last Presidential election there were 
duplicate returns of the electoral vote in 
Arkansas and Louisiana, and that there were 
groans irregularities in the election in other 
Btates was indispnted, For such a contin. 
gency there isno legal remedy, The Con- 
atitution simply states that the President of 
the Senate, in the presence of both Houses, 
shall open all the certificates, and the votes 
shall be counted. Undera joint rule of Con- 
gross it has been regulated that to count the 
retirns from any State shall require the 
assent of a majority of both Houses, acting 
separately; and that upon the objection of 
either House the vote of a State shall be ro- 
jected. This arbitrary rule has always been 


an unjust one; and in the contingency, as at 


present, of the majority in one House being 
of the opposite pariy to that ruling in the 
other House, the objection business might 
be carried on until all the votes were re- 
jected. During the last four years Mr. 
Morton and others have been trying by law 
to provide a means whereby all contingen- 
cies of this kind might be avoided ; but there 
has been a failure to do so,—an utter inability 
to agree upon anything satisfactory. 

Mr. Epmonps, of Vermont, has, however, 
met the difficulty by proposing to so amend 
the Constitution as to supply the omis- 
sions in that instrument as it now stands. 
This amendment substitutes a new article 
for the present already amended twelfth 
article. The change begins by requiring that 
the electors, on the day of their meeting and 
voting for President and Vice-President, shall 
transmit the certificates of their vote to the 
Chief Justice of the Supreme Court ; that on 
the day fixed these returns shall be opened 
by the Court, the votes counted, and the re- 
sult declared. The Court is to count such 
votes as it may consider to have been law- 
fully given and certified, and to gisregard 
errors of form, and be governed by the sub- 
stantial right of the matter. In case there 
be no election, then the fact isgto be certified 
to the House of Representatives, which body, 
as now, shall proceed to elect. The other 
change is in adding a new provision to the 
effect that no person holding the office of 
Justice of the Dnited States Supreme Court 
shall be eligible for elcction as President or 
Vice-President until after the expiration of 
two years next after he shall have ceased to 
be a member of that Court. 

This last provision is an eminently wise one. 
If any gentleman on the Supreme Court 
Bench feels disposed to engage in politics 
and become a candidate for popular honors, 
he can resign ; he cannot use his place on the 
Bench to promote his candidacy, nor step 
from the Court to the Executive chair. The 
proposed amendment is advisable because it 
takes the whole business of receiving, can- 
vassing, counting, and determining the va- 
lidity of the returns of electoral votes out 


sboul- of the control of Congress, and making that 


a judicial question. For the of 
the Supreme Court, the only non-poli 
tribunal to which there can be an appeal, the 
American people have a high respect, and 
they will accept the decisions of that body 
when they would reject and repudiate that 
of an accidental partisan majority in either 
House of Congress. Preven ives are the 
wisest policy. The adoption of this amend- 
ment may be found, and that at no remote 
day, acting as a preventive of civil war, in 
which the people shall be divided and in 
arms because of the disputed election of a 
President. Every election in Mexico and 
South America is the occasion of an armed 
conflict over the result, and it is but common 
pradence on our part to provide a constitu- 
tional tribunal free of politics to determine 
that question without arms.

THE GUBERNATORIAL NOMINATION, 

The reports from the County Conventions 
of the Republican party in this State indi- 
cate pretty certainly that Mr, Buvenipan's 
candidature for Governor is practically 
ended, and that any further effort on his 
behalf will merely be disturbing and dis- 
organising without availing bim in the least, 
Mince the withdrawal of Mr. Waanpuawa, the 
tide has been in favor of Mr. Ounsom, upon 
whom Mr, Wasnsvana's friends have gener- 
ally united. It is widely conceded, indeed, 
that Mr. Ovitom is now the fittest and most 
available candidate whom the Republican 
party could present. Mr. Rwawar will 
probably get a large complimentary vote 
that will come mostly from the lower coun- 
ties of the State, and the compliment will 
be well-deserved; but the evidences of his 
strength are not enough to warrant much 
hope on the part of his friends that he can 
be nominated. Mr. Ovuntom, on the con- 
trary, is now in a position to attract the 
votes of the uninstructed delegates and those 
who go into the Convention with the pur- 
pose of giving their influence and votes to 
the candidate who shall develop most 
strength at the outset. 

As to Mr. Breverinves, it looks now as 
though his name will be withdrawn by his 
friends before the balloting begins. That 
would be the wiser course to pursue. Un- 
less there shall be some radical change in the 
public sentiment, of which there is no pres- 
ent indication, it would be an imexcusable 
piece of folly on the part of his friends to 
put him before the Convention. The Re- 
publicans of Chicago and of this Judicial Dis- 
trict have had recent experiences which 
make his nomination inexpedient. The Re- 
publicans nominated a weak candidate for 
the Supreme Judgeship in this district, and, 
though they are largely in the majority, the 
result was the election of the Democratic 
candidate by an immense majority. So in 
our recent city election there was a weak 
nomination for City Treasurer, and, 
while the Republicans earried the rest of 
their ticket by upwards of 5,000 majority, 
the Democratic candidate for Treasurer was 
elected by 5,500 majority. The Republicans 
of the State certamly should not commit on 
a large scale the folly which the Republicans 
in this part of the State committed on a small 
scale, after the disaster of such a policy has 
been abundantly demonstrated. ‘There is no 
reason to expect from Mr. Brvertpcs him- 
self any self-sacrifice in the interests of the 
party, but the good sense of the people will 
probably relieve him of every opportunity for 
such action. Mr. Bzvexipcs may be defi- 
nitely regarded as out of the race, and his 
State appointees may as well devote them- 
selves to their official duties during the re- 
mainder of the Acting-Governor's term.

THE GOVERNMENT PRINTING. 

The proposed action of the House Com- 
mittee on Printing relative to the Govern- 
ment printing promises to be a mnch greater 
Congressional Printer. The report of the 
Committee sets forth that Mr. CLarr has 
overcharged for work for the Executive 
Departments far beyond the regular rates; 
that he has paid more than the ordinary re- 
tail prices for articles purchased from the 
office ; that he paid middlemen large profits; 
that he allowed excessive pay for labor; that 
extravagance has pervaded every department 
of the office, and that the bookkeeping and 
internal management of the office have been 
very loose. Granting that all this be true, 
there is certainly need for reform. ‘That it 
is not all true may be possible, since the in- 
vestigation was made in a Star Chambér by 
two Democratic Congressmen, the Repub- 
lican members of the Committee being ab- 
sent, and no one being admitted but 
Mr. Fami - Rives, Democrat and 
contractor, who has an interest in 
ousting the CLarrs and breaking up the 
Government Printing-Office, so that a Demo- 
cratic organ may be published in Washing- 


secret. But, granting that it be true, what 
do the Democrats propose todo? How ara 
they going to reform and remedy these al- 
leged abuses? The Committee, in closing 
its report, recommends that the proposition

Whather 
the charge against Mr. CLarr be true or not, 
the manner of investigating them has 
been #o unfair and unjust, and so much in 
the style of a persecution, that it will create 
asympathy for him. Into the Star Chamber 
of these two Democratic Oommittee-men 
Mr. Rivns, who la seeking for the printing, 
was admitted, and he was allowed to conduct 
the examination in his own way, it being well 
known that it was his purpose to break down 
the Government Printer and seoure an enor. 
mous contract, It is a natural question to 
ask, however, Why should the Government 
throw away ite heavy investment in type, 
presses, stereotype plates, and other ma- 
terial, because Mr, Onapr has been guilty of 
mismanagement? Why should the printing - 
office be discontinued because Mr, OLarr has 
shown himself to be corrupt? Would it not 
be just as consistent to abolish the House of 
Representatives because nearly all the Demo- 
cratic officers of. it have proved to be corrupt 
sooundrels? How is the system of Govern- 
ment printing to be purified by going back 
to the old contract method, which under 
Democratic auspices was so rotten and cor- 
rupt that it had to broken up? It is evident 
enough from the admission of Rivzs, the 
Democratic contractor, to the Star Chamber, 
that the whole investigation is a put-up job 
to get control of the printing and administer 
it upon the old corrupt contract system. If 
these Democratic reformers wish to purify 
the printing-office, the only feasible way is 
to place itin charge of an honest, capable, 
and first-class man, not to destroy it and 
then give out the printing on the old con- 
tract system, which was a thousand times 
more corrupt than the present system.

Eastern 
buyers took the same view of the situation, and 
Western dealers were affected ina similar way. 
Some doubt was expressed in regard to the truth of 
the quotations of a higher Liverpool, the reason 
advanced being that Monday is nota market day 
there. But it is scarcely open to doubt that En- 
giish wheat-bnyers advanced their limits to corre- 
spondents on this side of the Atlantic, giving per- 
mission to buy at an advance of about 1c per bu 
from Saturday's prices. They have held off a long 
time, viewing the rather large accumulations at 
principal points as very good reason for not being 
in a hurry to buy. But it is not im- 
provable that even without «a war in 
Europe or Asia thie assumed plethora 
Of atocks would have been found to be only arti- 
ficially, as France, from which country Great Brit- 
ain expected to obtain considerable quantities, isa 
now buying for the supply of her own needs, and 
wh a war, the apparent surplus would be ab- 
sorbed as rapidly a» ice evaporates under July 
san.
